Oil Progress Week

The petroleum industry's 10th annual Oil Progress 
Week begins this year on Oct. 13. This is a time when, 
according to the Oil Information Committee, "the 1,650,000 
men and women of the oil business report to the nation 
on accomplishments to date; on plans for the future."

It is doubtful that the whole story of the oil industry's 
accomplishments could be told in anything less than 
volumes. Contributions made by petroleum   to our 
nation's economic health, our daily lives, our national 
defense are astounding to those unfamiliar with the busi­ 
ness. For examples, we have only to look around us.

Perhaps the most newsworthy, at the moment, is to be 
found in the vast highway construction program through­ 
out the 48 states. Asphalt, an important form of petroleum, 
will provide n-.anv thousands of miles of these new road­ 
ways with smooth, durable, and low-cost surfacing.

 But asphalt is only one petroleum product: Petroleum 
fuels furnish our country with 67 per cent «f its energy 
requirements.

orlon, and other synthetic fibers, rapidly increasing in 
popularity; and some thousands of products containing 
petroleum derivatives ranging from toothbrushes to trans- 
Atlantic telephone cables.

These are only a few of the facts being told proudly by 
America's oil business as it nears completion of its 98th 
year of existence. Its annual celebration Oil Progress 

'Week is aptly named. For it is in large measure due to 
the contributions of oil that our nation has progressed 
from a third-rate power to a position in world leadership.

We are proud to join-the rest of the nation in saluting 
the petroleum industry of America; truly an industry of 

.people, product*, .and progress.

Third quarter distributions of sales tax collections In 

California show again how far Torrance lags behind its 
sister cities in commercial development.

While Torrance, with nearly 100,000 population, can 
expect to receive $186,900 for the third quarter; Inglewood, 
which has a little more than half of Torrance's population, 
will get more than $325,000.

Compton, whose population is considerably less than 
Torrance's, is slated to receive nearly $300,000. . Culver 
City, also smaller than Torrance, gets nearly $220,000. So 
it goes with Santa Monica, South Gate, Whittier, Hunting- 
ton Park all cities smaller than Torrance whose sales tax 
receipts are above those received here.

The figures should spur city officials and community 
leaders to do all in their power to encourage commercial 
development in Torrance in keeping with its area and 
population.

If what 
he claimed is true about the 
intrusion on his wife's bath, 
he could have socked the in­ 
truder in the jaw, along with 
a reprimand to his wife to 
install a shade. In this way 
he could have avoided this 
unfortunate nightmare of in­ 
ternational complications. But 
as. a final aftermath of this 
case we believe the U. S. gov­ 
ernment should offer the 
widow a substantial sum for 
compensation for the loss of 
her husband.

Just as the speciality of 
pedialrics developed for the 
care of the growing child, so 
the speciality of gerialrics 
came inlo being for the medi­ 
cal problems of the older per­ 
son.

The development of these 

conditions may slow up a per­ 
son in advancing years, bul 
age itself is nol a debilitating 
factor. Again certain physi­ 
cal changes are natural se­ 
quences. Muscles and chest 
become smaller and the 
waistline larger. The skin 
loses Its elasticity and tends 
to wrinkle and to develop 
certain types of spots and 
moles. Hair is apt to become 
gray and thinner.

Because modern medicine 
is responsible for more of us 
"growing old," it will also es­ 
tablish a means for carljig 
for the conditions peculiar to 
old age. Geriatrics Is rapidly 
becoming an expanding field 
for study and research.

Perhaps one of the great­ 

est problems of growing .old 
is the feeling that one is no 
longer needed, thai useful­ 
ness is over. Kvoryune wants 
to be a contributing power, 
whether it be in business, the 
home or the community. The 
end of a long life of service 
and activity needs a compen 
satory substitute.

That is why the develop­ 
ment of a hobby Is encour­

aged. Accept the challenge of 
reliremcnt by getting ready 
for il now.
